SITUATION 



(Slides 1, 2) On a clear, dry day, case vehicle (A) was traveling east at an unknown speed in the 
left lane of a limited-access highway. The highway is a 6-lane road, divided by a concrete barrier 
between the east and west lanes of travel. (Slide 3) The driver of case vehicle (A) reportedly fell 
asleep, and the vehicle exited the north shoulder and struck the concrete median wall with its 
left-front fender. After the impact, the vehicle rotated counterclockwise and began to rollover 
with its right side leading. Case vehicle (A) rotated four-quarter turns and landed on its wheels. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 4) The first impact with the median wall was to the left fender of case vehicle (A). The 
direct damage extended approximately 90 cm along the left side. The maximum crush was 14 
cm to the left fender. (Slide 5) The maximum crush from the rollover was 38 cm to the roof area, 
with direct damage extending across all planes of the vehicle. 

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

(Slide 6) Damage to the left side of case vehicle (A) from the impact with the median wall began 
at the left-front bumper corner and extended approximately 90 cm along the fender, with a 
maximum crush of 14 cm. (Slide 7) The left-turn indicator lamp was broken, the left fender was 
damaged, and the left-front wheel was separated from the axle. 

(Slide 8) Rollover damage extended along the roof, hood, and the entire right and left sides. 
(Slide 9) The maximum crush from the rollover was 38 cm to the left portion of the roof, 14 cm 
to the left side, and 10 cm to the right side. The hood was crushed, the hood latch was jammed, 
and both hood hinges were deformed, but not separated. The rear edge of the hood was elevated, 



but it did not contact the windshield. (Slide 10) The windshield was damaged and the plastic 
interlayer was torn due to roof damage. 

(Slide 1 1) On the left side, there was direct rollover damage to the front fender, door panel, and 
quarter panel. (Slide 12) The left front and rear wheels were damaged, the upper and lower A- 
pillars and B-pillars were damaged, the driver's door was jammed closed, and the door window 
glass was broken. (Slide 13) Also, the roof siderail was crushed, and the window frame was 
damaged. 

(Slide 14) On the right side, there was direct rollover damage to the fender, door panel, and the 
quarter panel. (Slides 15, 16, 17 and 18) The right front and rear wheels were damaged, the 
upper and lower A-pillars and B-pillars were deformed, and the door was jammed closed. In 
addition, the door window glass was broken, the roof siderail was damaged, and the window 
frame was deformed. 

(Slide 19) In the rear, the tailgate was damaged and separated from the truck bed, the rear 
backlight header was crushed, and the rear backlight glass was broken. 

Interior 

(Slides 20, 21) This vehicle is equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact 
airbags, which deployed, probably during the left-side impact with the median barrier. (Slide 22) 
There was blood on the driver airbag, but no visible evidence of driver contact. (Slides 23, 24) 
There was no damage to the steering-wheel rim and no rotation of the steering column. (Slide 
25) In the driver's seating area, the A-pillar, roof structure, headlining, sun visor, and windshield 
header were damaged. (Slide 26) Also, the driver's door, door armrest, roof siderail, and B-pillar 
were damaged, and the door window glass was broken. (Slides 27, 28) The driver's seat backrest 
and headrest were damaged from roof intrusion, and the seat was pushed downward. Also, the 
driver's seat adjuster was jammed. (Slide 29) There was no damage to the upper or mid portions 
of the instrument panel or the knee bolster. (Slides 30, 3 1) There was no damage to the center 
dash area or the glove compartment. (Slides 32, 33) In the right-front seating area, the roof 
structure and the headlining were damaged, the A-pillar and B-pillars were deformed, and the 



door window glass was broken. (Slides 34, 35) The rear backlight header was damaged and the 
backlight glass was broken. (Slides 36, 37) The following intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

(Slide 38) The 5 ft, 8 in, 150-lb, 19-year-old male driver was not wearing the available three- 
point belt, and the airbag deployed during the left-side impact. (Slide 39) There was no physical 
evidence of belt use on the D-ring or seatbelt assembly. The driver reportedly had the seat in a 
rear seat-track position. 

During the left-side impact with the median wall, the driver moved to the left and forward into 
the airbag. During the right-side-leading rollover, he probably moved upward and to the left. 
(Slide 40) He sustained a large superficial abrasion to the right side of his superior scalp with an 
underlying cephalhematoma, from contact with the crushed roof, as indicated by blood on the 
roof lining. (Slides 41, 42) He sustained an oblique fracture to the distal third of his right fibula 
and superficial abrasions to the medial aspect of his right leg, possibly from contact with the 
knee bolster or steering wheel. In addition, he sustained a 1-cm laceration to his right upper arm, 
possibly from flying glass. 



(Slides 43, 44) The 3 ft, 55-lb, 5-year-old female right-front passenger was wearing the available 
three-point belt, and the airbag deployed. (Slides 45, 46, 47 and 48) Belt use was indicated by 
marks on the shoulder belt webbing from the D-ring. Her seat was reportedly adjusted to a rear 
seat-track position. 



During the first impact, she moved forward and to the left into the belt restraint and the airbag. 
During the rollover, she probably moved upward and to the right. She sustained 2-cm and 4-cm 
lacerations to her left forearm, possibly from flying glass. In addition, she sustained a laceration 
to her right forearm, probably from contact with the side window glass. She sustained a 
contusion to her left hip, probably from contact with the belt buckle assembly. 

The following tables and attached drawings (slides 49, 50) summarize the injuries for the two 
occupants.
